Haywood had been a fugitive from 
American Justice since 1921

he came* to Russia to escape sere lug 
a 20-year prison sentence 
for 
ob­ 
structing the war.

was imposed on "Big Bill" by Judge

"Big Bill" was brought to a hos­ 
pital here t h r e e weeks ago but re­ 
sponded to treatment satisfactorily 
and was released.

failed and he was returned to th*-

Haywood was horn In Salt Lake 
City, the non of a poor miner. 
He 
gr**w up among laborers arni develop­ 
ed the spirit of unrest that marked 
the* mining and lumber camps of the 
west In the late nineties. 
In 1907 In* was involved in til** as­ 
sassination of Governor Steunplierg 
of Idaho. 
Senator William B, Borah 
served as prosecutor and 
lost 
th** 
case to Clarence Harrow, th** Chi­ 
cago criminal attorney, who was em­ 
ployed by th** defense*. 
Tile assassination of 
th** 
Idaho 
governor was un outgrowth of the 
troubles of the old Western Federa­ 
tion of Miners, in which Haywood 
was a leader. 
"Boy. do you think I can ever get 
back?" lie asked Hie United Press 
representative recently. 
"Do 
you 
think that guy Coolidge would pass 
me through? 
These people 
over 
here have treated me fine. 
I’m a1! 
right, hut this isn’t Idaho or Color­ 
ado. 
I’d like to die* back in th** 
United States. 
I’ve done a lot of 
fightng hack there but I’m an old 
man and I’d like to get hack." 
Haywood frequently talked about 
his reasons 
for 
fleeing 
from

United States, after being sentenced

to Leavenworth by Judge Landis. 
"It was a death sentence for me." 
he said. 
"I am an open country 
man. 
I couldn’t live e\en five years 
cooped up in prison. 
Landis could 
have hung me better. 
When the 
chance came to get out as a stoker. I 
went. 
I know how smite of the boys 
feel about me

THE peace treaty proposed by Hon. Frank B. Kellogg, secre-l !*// 
tary of state, if accepted in good faith by other mil ions, would 
banish war. 
There are no reservations on behalf of the United 
States. 
It is a plain agreement to banish war between nations, 
says the St. Cloud Daily Journal Press. 
The United States did not join the I/eague of Nations because e*peHaiiy Invite 
of the stubbornness of two men, Woodrow Wilson, then president, j asper lo tune-in 
and Cabot l/>dge, then chairman of the senate foreign relations 
committee. 
The members of the league, including England, France, (let- 
many and Italy, agree to maintain peace, and refrain from war, 
except in case of aggression. 
According to Edwin L. James, Paris correspondent of the; 
New York Times, the European position is that by Signing th< 
American treaty, they take a higher moral attitude than that of 
the League status, but in practice they would fall back on file 
League agreement, which permits them to take up artus against 
an aggressor. As a matter of fact any nation that is attacked is 
going to defend itself, regardless of any agreement with other! 
powers. 
However, if all the nations would live up to the Kellogg treaty,! 
there would be no such loophole. 
When any difference of opinion I 
arose that might lead to war, the controversy would be settled by 
arbitration—and has been the case between the United States and ! 
England, since the war of 1812. England came near breaking this 
peaceful record during the civil war, and at one time it seemed abl 
most ready to recognize the Southern Confederacy. 
The European countries joining the League of Nations have 
criticized the United States for not becoming a member. 
Now 
when this country is ready to go the limit in outlawing war, the 
Oountries across the Atlantic are not ready to join the United 
States without reservations, that would limit them only to thr 
League covenant. 
It should be remembered that there is much distrust between 
the nations of Europe. 
France is afraid of Germany, Italy prom­ 
ises trouble, England is maintaining a powerful navy, and a forge 
army, having apparently little faith in promises of friendly rela­ 
tions to itself by France, Italy and Germany. 
Happily the United States Is free from this war provoking at­ 
titude of mind. We are willing to keep peace with all the world, 
and we mean it. 
The Kellogg treaty probably will be signed by the leading 
countries, but we fear it will bo more of a peaceful gesture, than a 
reality. 
Our Minnesota son, now occupying the second highest 
position in this country, is sincerely in earnest. 
If his spirit is 
emulated by the rulers of other nations, peace would prevail for a 
long term of years— and until new generations come into control, 
ignoring pledges of their predecessors. 
Each generation has to learn its own lesson by experience. 
In the stress of circumstance, treaties have been considered “mere 
scraps of paper.” 
It is better however to have pledges of peace, 
and that will tide over many differences, and perhaps in time the 
people of all nations can realize that war is costly, wicked and 
useless.

GOOD FAITH AS NECESSARY AS TREATIES 


T he peace treaty proposed by Hon. Frank B. Kellogg, secre­ 
tary of state, if accepted in good faith by other nations, would 
banish war. 
There are no reservations on behalf of the United 


says the St. Cloud Daily Journal Press. 
The United States did not join the League of Nations because 
of the stubbornness of two men, Woodrow Wilson, then president, 
and Cabot Lodge, then chairman of the senate foreign relations 
committee. 
The num bers of the League, including England, France, (Ger­ 
many and Italy, agree to m aintain peace, and refrain from war, 
Except in case of aggression. 
According to Edwin L. James, Paris correspondent of the 
New York Times, the European position is that by signing the 
American treaty, they take a higher moral attitude than that of 
the League status, but in practice they would fall back on the j 
League agreement, which permits them to take up arm s against 
an aggressor. As a m atter of fact any nation that is attacked is 
going to defend itself, regardless of any agreement with other j 
powers. 
However, if all the nations would live up to the Kellogg treaty, \ 
there would be no such loophole. 
When any difference of opinion! 
Rfose that might lead to war, the controversy would be settled by ! 
arbitration—and has been the case between the United States and I 
England, since the war of 1812. England came near breaking this 
peaceful record during the civil war, and at one time it seemed al­ 
most ready to recognize the Southern Confederacy. 
The European countries joining the League of Nations have 
criticized the United* States for not becoming a member. 
Now 
when this country is ready to go the limit in outlawing war, the 
Countries across the Atlantic are not ready to join the1 United 
States without reservations, that would limit them only to tho 
League covenant. 
It should be remembered that; there is much distrust between 
the nations of Europe. France is afraid of Germany, Italy prom­ 
ises trouble, England is m aintaining a powerful navy, and a large 
army, having apparently little faith in promises of friendly rela­ 
tions to itself by France, Italy and Germany. 
Happily the United States is free from this w ar provoking al­ 
titude of mind. We are willing to keep peace with all the world, 
and we mean it. 
The Kellogg treaty probably will be signed by the leading 
countries, but we fear it will be more of a peaceful gesture, than a 
reality. 
Our Minnesota son, now occupying the second highest 
position in this country, is sincerely in earnest, 
if his spirit is 
emulated by the rulers of other nations, peace would prevail for a 
long term of years—and until new generations come into control, 
ignoring pledges of their predecessors. 
Each generation has to learn its own lesson by experience. 
In the stress of circumstance, treaties have been considered “mere 
scraps of paper.” 
It is better however to have pledges of peace, 
and that will tide over many differences, and perhaps in time the 
people of all nations can realize that war is costly, wicked and 
useless.
